First of all let everything be In its 
place, the coffee, rice, tea, and cur- 
rants in their properly lnbelled tins, 
the bread in its bin, the drying- 
cloths on thelr proper pegs or rajls, 
the mincer in its right place and the 
matches and used-match container 
close to the gas stove, It Js better 
still to have a gas stove with a fitted 
flint-lighter.

The lucky man,’ Robert Wyndham, 
told the story in o casual way, for 
crashes are his job in Hollywood. 
He Is in England now on hollday. 

“Do you know what a 8 G. is?” 
he asked. “It is the ultimate test 
of a fighting aircraft, 

FROM 19,000 FEET 

“You take her up to 18,000 feet 
and then with the engine full on 
you put her Into a vertical dive. 
When oa few thousand feet off the 
ground you start pulling her out. 
9 G. means nine times gravity. 

“The rush of the blood to the 
head when she comes out of the dive 
is so great that your nose gushes 
blood and you get a complete black- 
out. 

“To arrest the speed of the blood 
to your head and so keep control of 
yourself you must start screaming as 
loud as you can-during the dive.

Shipping In the harbour was suc-

There were one or two lights 
which were visible on the ferry 
piers, and the reflection on the water 
from the ferries was most marked, 
and in‘this connection I hope to 
curry out some trials to overcome 
this weakness. 

The trams were inconspicuous, and 
the darkening arrangements were 
quite satisfactory. 

Kowloon was an outstanding area 
of utter darkness, and there were 
several: districts In Hongkong which 
were almost as good. 


Use Dark Paper 

T should Ilke to ask the general 
public at the next “black-out," which 
T hope will be held some time next 
month, to agaln give’ me their co- 
operation. In thls connection [| 
would suggest ao more extensive use 
of dark blue tissue paper or dark 
blue material, and I hope to obtain 
approval for all private cars to re- 
main. statlonary during the "“Dblack- 
out," as there was no doubt that in 
this last exercise aircraft could have 
been guided to the Colony by the 
undimmed lights of moving cars. 

There are numerous other points 
which I would Mice to tell you about, 
but I am afrald that this informa- 
tion ennnot be made public. On the 
other hand it is only right for me 
to Inform you that very valuable 
lessons have .been learnt as a result 
of last night's exercise. 

I have just heard through the 
courtesy of the China Light .and 
Power Company that thelr normal 
lond was reduced by 4,300 kilowatts 
within 70 seconds of the searchlights 
oppearing—this fact. alone points to 
the rapidity with which Kowloon re- 
sidents blacked out. <A similar re- 
ductlon: in lond was experienced by 
the Hongkong Electric Company.

Most of you will remember the 
two previous “black-out" practices 
which have been held in the Colony, 
one in December last year and the 
second In February this year. For 
the first of those “binck-outs” fairly 
ruthless Instructions were issued to 
ensure that the people turned off 
their lights with the result that for 
the perlod of the “black-out" most: 
of them switched out thelr lights 
completely, and sat out in thelr 
gardens or walked nbout the streets. 
No attempt was made on that occa- 
sion to reduce trafic lahts. 

In the February “blacic-out" an 
alternative scheme was tried out by 
which the people were asked to co- 
opernte ‘by preparing. thelr houses 
In such a manner os to be able to 
continuo living in them In spite of 
the “black-out” but in such a way

it was not possible to make 


that thelr Ughts would not be visible 
from outslde.. Furthermore it) was 
impressed on the Colony that it 
would be inadvisable to base our 
“binck-out".'system on cutting off 
lght and power ut the mains be- 
cause of the dangerous and perhaps 
olarming effect which this would 
have on oll of us. TraMe lNghts. on 
the second occasion were dimmed. 
On the whole this second practice 
was regarded at the time as a great 
success because undoubtedly every- 
body did take great trouble to pre- 
pare: their houses in the 
they hnd been advised to. 

In _nelther of the two previous 
“black-outs” owas oany warning 
system practised, but at the time it 
was notlficd that experiments would 
be carried out in the future to dis- 
cover some means by which — the 
whole Colony might be warned of 
the imminent arrival of, air attack. 

Forward Step 

The “black-out" which took place 
last night carricd the whole ex- 
ploration ‘of this problem a step 
further by combining:— 

First: A period of preparation dur- 
lug which steps could und should 
have been taken to prepare lights 
for the occasion, 

Second: The clement of surprise,

The first question which we sll ask 
ourselves js “Was the ‘black-out' o 
success Before answering that it 
is necessary to ost ourselves for 
what purpose we “black-out” at all 
and I think we can briefly answer 
this by saying that we “binck-out" 
in order to make it as difficult as 
possible for an enemy to Identify 
particular portlons of the Colony 
und furthermore to make it par- 
Ucularly diMcult for what are known 
ag military organisations to be 
ensily recognisable, The truc 
answer cannot be given to whether 
the “black-out” was a success or not 
except from uctunl fying experience 
at the time. Unhapplly this was 
not possible last night on account 
of weather conditions immediately 
before the “btack-out" was due to 
start. These ,'vonditions, although

Consequently it Is diMcult to give 
you a true description of what the 
Colony would have looked like to a 
hostile ulrman, 1 have been asked 
by Wing Commander Stcele-Perkins 
to supplement his remarks with this 
broadcast because on the two pre- 
vious occasions I was in the alr 
myself. ~ With that perience’ as a 
background I must try now to give 
you my impressions which in fact 
are the result of merely standing on 
the roof of my house In May Road.

The people, almost to a man, tramic, 
public and private, establishments 
such as docks, military barracks and 
so on, obscured their tights with 
great speed.

Undoubtedly the” most noticeable 
‘feature and one which Is likely to 
prove u. more ready guide to an 
airman than anything else. js the 
movement of traffic lights along 
roads and it appenrs Inevitable that 
In the future ail. trafic will have to 
stop completely and extingulsh Its 
lights, 

Comparison With Last Test 

Ags an actual comporison with the 
February “black-out’ I would say 
that the Colony was more blacked- 
out last night than on that occasion; 
that Ieads me to remind you agaln 
of the conditions of the last “black-

CLUE to the ‘Miss- . 

ing Link’—that al- 
most mythical half- 
human, half-animal 
bridge between man and 
ape—has, it seems, been 
found at last. 


The discovery by a South 
African schoolboy of the skull 
of an anthropoid ape, announced 
recently .at.the British Associa- 
tlon Meeting at Cambridge by 
Sir Arthur Keith, may prove 
once and for all that Darwin was 
right. 


The skull is now in the hands 
of the 
Transvaal Museum, Pretoria, 
and combines the characteris- 
tics of the ape with human milk 
teeth, 


“"It fg the last thing [ ever ex- 
pected,” said. Sir Arthur, who is. re-~ 
cognised ag one of ,the greatest 
authorities on’, anthropology. “All 
my landmarks have gone. 

“This discovery [s an event of 
outstanding Importance to all 
who are interested in the evolu- 
tlon of man and apc. 
“Jt ts now clear that there existed 

in South Africa until comparatively 
recent times o strange’ family of 
anthropoid apes which differed from 
the chimpanzee and the gorla in 
those points where the anthropoids 
made an approach to man. 

“Indeed, had these remains been 
found in strata of.an older geological} 
date, experts would certalnly have 
agreed that ot last the anthropold 
stage In man's ancestry had certainly 
been found. 7 
MAN—OR APE? 

“I have no doubt that when we; 
get all the {nformation we shall find 
links between the apes and man.” 

That man probably evolved 
from this anthropold which 
existed 2,000,000 years ngo, is the 
opinion of Dr, Robert Broom. 

“It is the nearest approach to man 
ever found {among the fossils of 
anthropolds,"- he onnounces, “and 1s 
perhaps then mnast important. dls- 
covery of its kInd In world history. 

“The face iy unlike that of a 
gorilla, being remarkably flattened 
and the muzzle very short. The car 
region and the hinge reglon from the 
Jower jaw are remarkably human, 
though very much larger.’ 

Professor W. K. Gregory, Ameri- 
can anatomist, who has gone to 
South Africa to study the skull, 
says: “This form of ape-man com- 
bines In one individual features pre- 
viously known in both apes and 
men. 

“It may turn out to be a complete 
man on the one hand or a complete 
apo on the other.”

It is unfortunate that the 
public should judge the value of 
the League of Nations ‘on its 
inability to stop war, a function 
for which it is obviously un- 
suttited. Actually, judged on ‘the 
full record of ‘its manifold 
achievements, the” Lengue’s 
value is great, despite the fact 
that its effectiveness as an 
International Police Foree is 
slight. For this latter reason 
alone, apart from the effect 
which the situation in Europe 
must have on each nation’s at- 
titude, China's appeal for the 
invocation against Japan of 
Article 17 of the League 
Covenant, which would un- 
doubledly be ‘the first’ step to- 
wards the imposition of sane- 
tions, seems doomed to negative 
treatment. Reports from Han- 
kow, however, indicate that the 
Chinese public confidently ex- 


‘pects from this appeal results 


which the more cynical, and 
perhaps less idealistic, Westencr 
would to-day no! hope for, and 
in the event of the matter being 
shelved, the effect on Chinese 
morale may be bad, both in 
dashing false hopes and in fur- 
ther convincing the public that 
little or nothing in the way of 
assistance can be expected from 
the nations which purport to be 
China’s friends. Few would 
deny that in . the ' present 
struggle world sympathy lies 
with China, but that sympathy 
is in the hearts of the people 
and docs not dictate the attitude 
of politicians and businessmen 
who control the sinews of war. 
Thig situation has already been 
brought home to the Chinese 
people on a number of occasions, 
until to-day they see in America 
and Britain nations of fair 
words but: little action, and, 
though some-of China’s leaders

THE most ancient form of art- 


is sAid to.be the dramz; for 
the love of imitation is inherent 
in human nature, and conac- 
quently the first evidence of the 
developing intellect of the child 
{fs manifested by Its assumption 
of the manner or bearing of 
some one whose mien has at- 
tracted it. As in the case of 
individuals so it is with nations; 
and therefore almost every 
people ancient and modern have 
cultivated dramatic representa- 


tion in some form or other. 

There Is, however, a striking 
difference In the form of. popular 
drama og presented in cach country, 
and when ‘It comes to discussing 
generalities, the distinctlons become 
at once more npparent in referring 
to the histrionic accomplishments of 
those two grent cultural divisions 
of mankind—the Occident ond the 
Orlent. In the former, the play- 
wright has been an {mportant fgure 
In the aesthetic Ife of the people; 
for from Acschylus to George 
Bernard Shaw the aim has been one 
and the same—literary excellence 
coupled with the essential element 
of theatrical performance. In the 
latter, however, the dramatist has 
been relegated to a comparatively 
humble sphere, and the drama itself 
has been largely distinguished by a 
singular lack of Hterary polish, and 
in personation, the Oriental actor 
like bis ancient Grecian counterpart 
“alms at gravity of movement and 
declamatory = grace, rather — than 
rapldity and vivacity of passion.” 

It is In China, especially, that’ the 
differences between Eastern and 
Western conceptions of dramatic art 
are seen in all their diverse com- 
plexity; for, after all, China js the 
“Mother of the East” and the 
traditional influences of past ages 
are conscquently still potent fac- 
tors in determining the intellectual 
renaissance of the people, For 
instance, in China until. the. time 
of the Inauguration of the Republic, 
the profession of acting was Jooked 
down upon, and the actor was pluced 
in the category of the ha-kau-lau or 
“nine classes of people carrying on 
dishonourable professions,” which In- 
cluded besides the professional 
player, such others as the physicians, 
the diviners, the astrologers, the 
physiognomists, the prostitutes, the 
torturers in oMcinl employ, the 
undertrappers of Chinese yamens, 
and lastly the beggars, 


Stigma Of The Stage 


Consequently, on account of his 
low position in the eyes of the 
people, the old-time Chinese actor 
felt little incentive in Improving his 
profession; for being a member of a 
proscribed class he did not volun- 
tarily enter it, but was apprenticed 
to it at oa very carly age. 
In fact, it wos formerly the 
custom, is it still Js to a- great 
extent, for young lads of impecunious 
families to be “presented” to the 
master of some theatrical school tor 
instruction. These, when their long 
period of years of apprenticeship was 
completed, consequently felt more 
indebted to their master; for during 
all this time he was both father and 
mother to them, and in many cases 
they also became his adopted sons. 
The stigma attuched to the stage in 
China, moreover, prevailed until 
quite recent years, but owing to the 
influence of the West, the histrionic 
art is becoming more and more ap- 
preciated, and as a result the pro- 
fession us a class has become less 
bohemian in Its general attitade 
towards life. The improved . status 
of the uctor’s life has resuiled In 
women appearing on the stage—a 
thing which twenty or .twenty-five 
years ago was totally unheard of in 
China; for as in Shakespearlan Eng- 
land all) female characters were 
played by boys and young men. In 
fact, some of China's most successful 
actors attained fame for their skill 


the balance. Nations will not 
risk more than they may gain. 
In theory, the case for China, 
which no doubt will be ably put 
to the League Assembly, will be 
unassailable, It must-be remem- 
Wered, however, that Japan's 
most potent allies are outside 
the League, that America ig not 
a”member,:tand that: American 
Business does more trade with 
Japan than with China and 
stands to lose heavily by assist- 
ing in.a boyeott.. It seems open 
to question whether, © should 
Azticle 17 be invoked against 
Japan and. ganctions . subse- 
quently applied with any great 
effectiveness, China would be 
greatly benefitted. Should the 
unexpected occur Japan, cer- 
tainly, will lack much of the 
valuable assistance she is at 
present receiving, but she’ will 
ati have powerful ‘allies _ to 
supply “her: with: alt ‘tho-major 
necessities. of -war-—L.B,.. — —--

Mei Lan-fang. 

Formerly, Chinese actors were 
divided into elght general classes ‘ac- 
cording to the role each assayed to 
present on the sage. Thus in a paar 
or company of actors one would find 
the mo-shang and siu-mo, or “prin- 
cipals, civil and military,” the ching- 
shang, or “principal singer,” the sitt- 
shang, or “secondary singer,” the 
taai-fa-min, or “representative of 1 
rogue,” the yl-fa-min, or “portrayal 
of 4 virtuous person,” and lastly the 
naam-ch’aau or “clown.” In. addi- 
tion, of course, there were- the in- 
dispensable tean, or “female charac- 
ters” played by boys; representations 
of dqubtful characters being termed 
fa-taan, those of chaste females being 
known as. ching-taan. Sometimes, 
too, especially upon the Cantonese 
stage, female warriors were also ime 
personated, and these were gencrally 
referred to under a gencral title of 
ta-mo-faan, 

About ten or fifteen years ago, 
there occurred a simplication of the 
erstwhile complicated structure of 
the Chinese stage, and the chatacters 
portrayed became limited to not 
more than five or‘six In number, 
notably, the mo-shang, or “principal 
official,” the siu-skang, or “chief 
singer,” the ch’aan-shang, or “clown"’, 
and ithe inimitable ¢aan, or “female 
parts.” 

Nowadays, however, in most parts 
of the country, the former designa- 


ions have been largely abandoned 


und the players regardless of the 
parts they play are simply designated 
ns k'ek-yuen or. “dramatis personae.” 

The Chinese drama fs further sub- 
divided into two divisions according 
to the Janguaste employed, thus there 
are the Yuet-k’ek, or. Cantonese 
plays, and” the ~Khtg-Ncl,~ or “those 
presented in Mandarin. The first, 
of course, are immensely popular in 
the South and also abroud where 
Cuntonese people have emigrated, 
lt is in short, the form of Chinese 
dramatic art which is in certain res- 
pects the better known, although in 
late years, the Mandarin stage under 
the acgis of such consummate masters 
of the profession ns Dr. Mel Lan- 
fang hns become to be greatly ap- 
preclated by ever-widening circles of 
European and American audiences. 


‘Historical Subject 
Matter 


The subject matter of most 
Chinese dramatical presentations is 
largely historical; for in a land as 
anelent as the Middle Kingdom, 
there js a wealth of material which, 
in the hands of a capable company 
of actors, can be expanded into plays 
of excellence, Usually, most Chin- 
ese plays open with an claborate 
prologue which Is, intended to 


be especially — significant;, for 
‘this means the Interest of the 
nudience is aroused, and the com- 
pany of actors conveys to the spectne 
tors its compliments, desiring for 
them the blessings of tong life, virtu- 
ous and clever offspring, wealth and 
honour. First, on the stage appear 
the Paat-sin, or “Eight Immortals,” 
who offer felicitations to the Sai- 
wong-mo, or “Western Queen 
Mother” because of her longevity, an 
indirect way of intimating that every 
member of the audience may enjoy 
the blessing of a Iong life, Then come 
the Ts‘at-tse, or “Seven Sisters", 
who express to the spectators their 
Wish that they may all have talented 
sons. These are. followed by the 
T’iu-ka-kwoon, or “prologue actor,” 
oO personage who is clad in the 
costume of o prime minister, and 
wearing a, mask. He gocs through 
a variety of movements. expressive 
of his position as the-highest officer 
of the State, and upon retiring points 
to the sun, an actlon on his part 
which indlcates a desire that before 
many days are’ past all persons In 
the audience may: rise in the world. 
After thig dignitary has retired from 
the stage, a popular farce is generally 
presented, one of tho best known 
being A-laan Maal-chuc——"A-lnan 
Selling the Pig.” 

This particular play is so well 
liked and esteemed that it has been 
presented to visiting Royalty, once 
In 1869 at the ocension of the visit 
of H. R. H. the Prince of Wales 
(subsequently H. M, King Edward 
VII) to Hongkong, and again in 1890 
when the Duke und Duchess of Con- 
naught passed through the Colony on 
their world tour. After the  per- 
formance of this introductory farce, 
the sorlous play of the evening is 
presented, and thls as all those who 
have ever attended a Chinese theatre

know ts often of scemingly intermin- 
able duration Jasting for many hours. 

The audience of a Chinese, play- 
house js, moreover, to the forelgn 
observer almost as Interesting 
us the play itself; for here 
he will observe almost = every 
class of Chinese society,  al- 
though he will doubtless be astonish- 
ed at the large number of women 
present, especially those of t’aal-aai, 
or “official's wife” and the naat.naat, 
or matron" type. The best seats in 
the more popular theatres cost os 
much as_ $2.50, although in former 
tlmes the admission “tee was twice” 
4s much, Ordinary scats, of course, 
are quite inexpensive being no more 
thon 15 to 25 cents, 

In_ conclusion, one might discuss 
the Chinese actor himself. There 
are roughly speaking, three general 
clisses, first, second and third. 
Those in the first named are, of 
course, the darlings of the profession, 
who through their masterly «skill 
have won the plaudits’ of vnst 
nudiences. For them life is like that 
of the successful movie star, and 
their, salaries may be stated to run 
in excess of $100,000 a year. The 
next in popular favour is also. the 
recipient of a remuneratlve income, 
being, usually not less than $10,000, 
while his less fortunate co-profes- 
sional tn the Jntter category is deem- 
ed Jucky if he can carn $80 or u $100 
a month, The first class actors, 
morcover, only act in the night per- 
formances, leaving the day-time pre- 
sentations to those yet in the bottom 
rank of the profession. Familiar 
names amongst Chinese theatre-gocrs 
in Hongkong ‘are Ma Sz-tsang, Sit 
Kok-sin, Kwal Ming-yeung, Pank 
Kui-wing, and many others.

The fenr of pubilerty preventing 
him from contesting the claims and 
money-lenders 50 Infested his 
premises that the business was even= 
tually ruined. 

In October, 1935 and in June, 1936, 
a total of twenty-two conscut tudys- 
ments were given oainst Roberts in 
favour of money-lenders, os he bad 
got moro and more entangled with 
them, still as‘n result of guarantcctng 
the loan of $6,000. ba 

Mr, Andrews, In addressing the 
Court,; sald that recently two of the 
money-lenders hud asked him to 
press debtor to pay more money into 
hig bankruptcy account so that it 
could be distributed to them as 
dividends, and it was us a result of 
Roberts’ bitter complaint that he had 
investigated the whole transactions. 
He now presented them to the Court 
in order to apply to re-open the 
transaction; to order the moncy- 
“lenders to furnish particulars to et 
at the truth, and to mnoke such orders 
as may,.de, just, 

. In reviewing similar cases the 
/Official Receiver, disclosed that Re- 
gistry records’ showed that between 
500 and 1,000 persons consent each 
year to judgments in these cases In 
crder to avold publicity, annually 
paying in to Court between $30,000 
‘and $50,000 for money-lenders. In 
one case, Mr. Andrews disclosed, 1 
debtor has been paying small instal- 
ments Into Court for over 14 years. 

“The whole business savours of 

blackmail,” Mr. Andrews said, 
. The hearing is proceeding.

Herr Joachim Von Ribbentrop the 
Foreign Mintster, has reported to his 
leader on his talks with Sir Nevile 
Hendetson, the British Ambassador, 
while the Sudeten leaders have also 
spent same time with Herr Hitler, 

German circles suggest that ine 
creased British pressure is being put 
on the Czech Government to make 
thelr offer more tangible. The heart 
of the question can be claimed to be 
the Germantsing of the jucal civil 
service and police In’ the Sudeten 
districts, an act which would place 
them under control of the Germans. 

This, German officials contend, has 
not been conceded by the Prague 
Government, who have “left them- 
selves too many loopholes.” 

The French Ambassador is also 
conferring with Here Von Ribber- 
trop, and is maintaining a clase as- 
sociation with the German Foreign 
OMce,—Reuter.

Thrown Away 


Fishermen of the Clyde 
ficet. returned to their 
this month to find that much’ of the 
fish they had caught wna not wanted, 

At Ayr 700 basket-loads of fish— 
more than 2,000,000 herrings—were 
taken out to sen again and dumped, 
and at Campbeltown 120 baskets of 
fish were thrown back Into the sca. 

The fishermen are demanding a 
strong lead from the Herring Board. 
towards the expansion of markets 
and the rolsing of prices, or,-altern- 
atively, local powers to control dis- 
tribution, priccs, and marketing. 

The Clyde arca committee, remains 
disbanded, the members nil having 
resigned os o protest at the powers 
necorded the Landings Committee 
pointed by the Herring Board to fix 
fishing qoutas. 

Meanwhile the Landings Com- 
mittee continues to reguate the 
quantity of herring to be marketed. 

The ‘quota fixed for one night's 
fishing was 50 baskets per pair of 
boats, an unusually low rate, 

It is one of the fshermen’s argu- 
ments that while the housewife is 
chorged about a penny ao herring. 
the fishermen's reward js about one 
penny for eight or ten herrings. 

“Fenst and famine" conditlons are 
being experienced by herring boats 
off the isle of Man. While some 
fishermen are having the worst 
senson for years, others have had 
their nets smashed by the weight 
of herrings landed. -

/ London, Aug. 15. 

Biggest thrill In the whole af the 
seven = day European swimming 
championship meeting at Wembley 
Pool was reserved for the very last 
event of the final — session—the: 
women's 400 metres frece-stylo—in 
which the wonderful Danish swim- 
mer, Ragnhild Hveger, finished over 
30 metres ohead of her nearest rival, 
Rie van Veen (Holland), and 3.4sec. 
Inside the official world record of 
5min. 12.4sce. . 

It was clear from the start that 
the Copenhagen girl was out to beat 
the record, and she netuallyscovered 
her first 100 metres in G8sec., which 
is several seconds inside the fastest 
time made by the British women in 
the 100 metres sprint championshlp. 

Enrlicr in the day Miss Hveger 
had helped the Danish women 400- 
metres relay team‘to beat the Dutch 
quartette and set up another world 
record of 4 min. 31.0scc—a particu- 
larly = pralsc-worthy performance 
over a 50-metres course. The pre- 
vious record wns made, by Holland 
in 1936 In a 25-metres bath.
